BUREAUS. NEA DID NOT SUBMIT. 

AF - WILLIAM E. SCHAUFELE, JR. 

IRVING BROWN - BROWN, EUROPEAN REPRESENTATIVE OP 
AFL-CIO AND LABOR REPRESENTATIVE TO THE ILO, CAME 
IN FOR A CHAT ON VARIOUS SUBJECTS INCLUDING FURTHER 
APPROACHES TO AFRICAN GOVERNMENTS AND LABOR MOVEMENTS 
ON THE ILO ISSUE. HE ALSO TALKED ABOUT PAST HISTORY 
IN RHODESIA, OPPOSED AS HE IS TO NKOMO WHO, HE 
CLAIMS, ELIMINATED RHODESIA'S MOST EFPECTIVE BLACK LABOR 
LEADER FROM ANY ROLE IN RHODESIA. 

SAMUEL ADAMS - ADAMS, RETIRED FORMER AID DEPUTY 
ADMINISTRATOR FOR AFRICA, DISCUSSED HIS STUDY-FOR AID- 
SECRET 
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OF FUTURE ASSISTANCE TO SOUTHERN AFRICA, ESPECIALLY 
AN INDEPENDENT ZIMBABWE. I CAUTIONED HIM TO EXCLUDE 
FROM HIS INQUIRIES FOR THE TIME-BEING ANY CONTACTS 
WITH NEIGHBORING AFRICANOR EUROPEAN STATES. 
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DUTCH CHARGE - THE DUTCH CHARGE, MR. TYDEMAN, ACTING 
MOSTLY AS THE REPRESENTATIVE OE THE PRESENTPRESIDENT 
OE THE EC-9, CAT, LED TO DISCUSS SOUTHERN AFRICA. 

HE WAS GIVEN A CAREFULLY CIRCUMSCRIBED BRIEFING. 

DIGGS - I MET WITH CONGRESSMAN DIGGS AND OTHERS WHO WERE 
ALSO PROBING ON SOUTHERN AFRICA. THEY DID NOT PRESS 
TOO HARD AND CANNOT NOW CLAIM THAT WE HAVE TALKED 
TO THE SENATE AND NOT THE HOUSE. CONGRESSMAN SOLARZ, 

WHO RECENTLY VISITEDSOUTHERN AFRICA, GAVE ME HIS 
PUBEIC STATEMENT WHICH STATES THAT PROSPECTS FOR A 
PEACEFUL TRANSITION IN RHODESIA ARE "VIRTUALLY NON- 
EXISTENT" AND SUGGESTS HUMANITARIAN AND ECONOMIC 
ASSISTANCE TO THE LIBERATION MOVEMENTS. RECALLING THE 
CONGRESSIONAL DEBATE ON ANGOLA I EXPRESSED THE HOPE 
THAT HIS PREDICTION ON AN ARMED SOLUTION WOULD NOT BE 
SELF-FULFILLING. I ALSO TOLD HIM THAT I WAS NOT AWARE 
OF ANY OTHER CONGRESSIONAL ENTHUSIASM FOR ANY ASSISTANCE 
TO EIBERATION MOVEMENTS. 

TOMORROW: I WILL BE MEETING WITH THE NEW LIBERIAN 
AMBASSADOR; ROBERT WHEATON, THE VP OF UTAH INTERNATIONAE; 
FRENCH AMBASSADOR KOSCIUSKO-MORIZET; AND MINISTER 
HANSEN OF THE GERMAN EMBASSY. I WILL ALSO BE ATTENDING 
A RECEPTION AT THE EGYPTIAN EMBASSY. 

ACTION ON CRITICAL ISSUES: 7/22, MSG PERMITTING 
ROUTINE MAAG FLIGHTS TO NAIROBI.

ARA - SHLAUDEMAN 

CUBA - I APPEARED THIS MORNING BEFORE THE BINGHAM 
SUBCOMMITTEE ON OUR CUBAN TRADE EMBARGO. IT WAS IN 
LARGE MEASURE A NON-EVENT, EXCEPT FOR DON FRASER'S 
NOTABLY STERN LINE ON CUBA. HE TOLD KIRBY JONES AND 
SECRET 
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ORVILLE FREEMAN THAT TRADE WITH CUBA WASN'T ALL THAT 
IMPORTANT, THAT IF THE CUBANS WANTED TO NORMALIZE WE 
SHOULD START NOT STEP-BY-STEP, BUT BY EXCHANGING 
AMBASSADORS TO TALK ABOUT THE REAL ISSUES BETWEEN US 
AND WHAT CONCERNS HIM IS WHERE CASTRO IS GOING TO SEND 
THOSE TROOPS IN ANGOLA NEXT. 

CHILE - TRUCCO CAME IN TO SEE ME ABOUT HUMAN RIGHTS IN 
THE UN, THE HARKIN AMENDMENT AND BILATERAL AID. HE IS 
GOING TO NEW YORK TOMORROW TO TALK AGAIN ABOUT A 
WORKING-GROUP VISIT TO CHILE. THE CHILEANS WILL SOON 
DELIVER US A FORMAL NOTE PROTESTING OUR NEGATIVE VOTE 
IN THE IDB AND ASKING FOR AN EXPLANATION OF THE CRITERIA 
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WE USED IN DETERMINING THE NECESSITY FOR THAT VOTE. 

ON BILATERAL ASSISTANCE, TRUCCO CLAIMED TO HAVE BEEN 
DISCUSSING WITH SANTIAGO THE POSSIBILITY OF DISPENSING 
WITH THE $27 MILLION PROGRAMMED FOR THE COMING YEAR 
BECAUSE TAKING AID FROM US JUST MAKES THAT MANY MORE 
PROBLEMS FOR CHILE IN THE CONGRESS. BETTER TO DO AWAY 
WITH IT AS BOTH INSIGNIFICANT AND TROUBLESOME. HE NOTED 
IN THAT REGARD THAT THE REACTION TO ENACTMENT OF THE 
KENNEDY AMENDMENT IN SANTIAGO HAD BEEN "TREMENDOUS."

1. CYPRUS TALKS 

WALDHEIM TOLD BENNETT LATE JULY 22 THAT HIS CYPRUS 
SPECIAL REPRESENTATIVE, AMBASSADOR PEREZ DE CUELLAR, 

HAD RECOMMENDED THAT THE CYPRUS TALKS NOT RECONVENE 
FORMALLY IN VIENNA DURING THE NEXT MONTH. RATHER, 

DE CUELLAR THOUGHT IT PREFERABLE TO EXPAND THE SCOPE 
SECRET 
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OF THE ONGOING HUMANITARIAN TALKS IN NICOSIA TO INCLUDE 
POLITICAL QUESTIONS. WALDHEIM SAID HE AGREED WITH 
DE CUELLAR THAT THERE WAS SO LITTLE CHANCE OF MAKING 
PROGRESS AT A NEW VIENNA ROUND THAT THE NEGOTIATING 
FORUM WOULD BE BETTER PRESERVED BY POSTPONING TALKS 
UNDER HIS AEGIS AT LEAST UNTIL AFTER THE GREEK-CYPRIOT 
ELECTIONS IN EARLY SEPTEMBER. BENNETT SAID WE WOULD 
CONVEY OUR REACTION TO THE SECRETARY GENERAL'S 
PROPOSAL AS SOON AS POSSIBLE. 

ON JULY 22 WALDHEIM SPOKE WITH THE BRITISH ACTING 
PERMREP. HE SAID HE HAD JUST RECEIVED A FURTHER 
REPORT FROM DE CUELLAR TO THE EFFECT THAT NEITHER 
MAKARIOS NOR DENKTASH AGREED TO EXPANSION OF THE 
NICOSIA TALKS TO INCLUDE POLITICAL ISSUES. MAKARIOS 
SAID HE WOULD CONSIDER SUCH AN IDEA AFTER THE CONCLUSION 
OF THE COLOMBO CONFERENCE, I.E., IN LATE AUGUST. 

DENKTASH, FOR HIS PART, REFUSED FLATLY TO EXPAND 
THE NICOSIA NEGOTIATIONS BECAUSE OF RECENT CASES OF 
GREEK-CYPRIOT "MISBEHAVIOR." 

2. TRAVEL PLANS. 
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I LEAVE SUNDAY, JULY 25 FOR PRE-UNGA CONSULTATIONS IN 
SELECTED LATIN AMERICAN CAPITALS-TO TRY TO SHORE UP 
LATIN SUPPORT ON SOME OF OUR KEY ISSUES, AND EXPLORE 
WAYS WE CAN IMPROVE OUR REGULAR PROCESS OF CONSULTATION 
ON UN AND NORTH-SOUTH ISSUES WITH KEY LATIN GOVERNMENTS. 

I WILL BE HITTING MEXICO, COLOMBIA, PERU, BRAZIL, AND 
VENEZUELA. JOHN BAKER WILL BE IN CHARGE OF THE BUREAU 
UNTIL MY RETURN AUGUST 10.

EA - ARTHUR W. HUMMEL, JR. 

MALAYSIAN AMBASSADOR ZAIN AND THE KOREA ISSUE. AS THE 
FIRST IN A SERIES OF DISCUSSIONS WITH ASEAN AMBASSADORS 
ON YOUR JULY 22 SPEECH, I BROUGHT TO THE ATTENTION OF 
MALAYSIAN AMBASSADOR ZAIN ITS KOREA PORTIONS. I EXPLAINED 
THAT WE HOPED MALAYSIA-AN ASEAN GOVERNMENT WITH A REGIONAL 
SECRET 
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INTEREST IN KOREA-WOULD ATTEMPT TO ENCOURAGE A CONSENSUS 
APPROACH ON THE KOREA QUESTION. ZAIN POINTED OUT THE 
DIFFICULTIES FOR MALAYSIA IN ATTEMPTING TO DEAL WITH THE 
KOREA QUESTION AT THE NAM CONFERENCE, BUT SAID HIS 
GOVERNMENT WOULD NOT BE BOUND BY POSITIONS ON KOREA 
TAKEN AT COLOMBO.

EB - JOSEPH A. GREENWALD 

THE SENATE FOREIGN RELATIONS COMMITTEE ON JULY 27 WILL 
BE CONSIDERING THE INTERNATIONAL AGREEMENTS ON COFFEE, 

TIN AND WHEAT WHICH WERE SUBMITTED TO THE SENATE AS 
TREATIES BY THE PRESIDENT. WE ARE INFORMED THAT AT 
LEAST TWO WITNESSES, REPRESENTING UNITED STATES STEEL AND 
BETHLEHEM, WILL TESTIFY AGAINST THE TIN AGREEMENT. 

LETTERS OF OPPOSITION WILL BE SUBMITTED BY OTHER INDUSTRY 
GROUPS AND FIRMS. THERE MAY ALSO BE LETTERS OF OPPOSITION 
TO THE COFFEE AGREEMENT BUT NO WITNESSES ARE SCHEDULED 
TO TESTIFY IN OPPOSITION. THE WHEAT AGREEMENT IS A ONE 
YEAR EXTENSION OF AN AGREEMENT THAT HAS NO ECONOMIC 
PROVISIONS, BUT IS BEING MAINTAINED TO SERVE AS A FORUM 
FOR FURTHER NEGOTIATIONS. RATIFICATION OF THE COFFEE 
AND TIN AGREEMENTS, IN PARTICULAR, IS HIGHLY IMPORTANT 
TO THE CREDIBILITY OF OUR OVERALL POSTURE ON COMMODITY 
PRORT F, MS. WE WILL NEED TO WORK HARD TO SECURE THE 
RATIFICATION OF THESE AGREEMENTS IN THE SENATE IN THE 
CURRENT SESSION.

-I TESTIEIED BEEORE THE ZABLOCKI SUBCOMMITTEE OE HIRC 
IN OPPOSITION TO HIS BILL WHICH WOULD SUBJECT IMPORTANT 
EXECUTIVE AGREEMENTS TO A LEGISLATIVE VETO PROCEDURE. 

WHILE ZABLOCKI NOW ACKNOLWEDGES THAT SUCH A PROCEDURE 
WOULD BE UNCONSTITUTIONAL IF MADE APPLICABLE TO EXECUTIVE 
SECRET 
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AGREEMENTS MADE BY THE PRESIDENT UNDER HIS INDEPENDENT 
POWER, (E.G., ARMISTICE AGREEMENT) IT APPEARS THAT HE IS 
DETERMINED TO MODIFY THE BILL SO AS TO EXCLUDE SUCH 
AGREEMENTS, BUT TO MAKE ALL OTHER AGREEMENTS SUBJECT TO 
LEGISLATIVE VETO. THIS MEANS THAT HE IS DETERMINED TO 
DISREGARD OUR CONSTITUTIONAL OBJECTIONS TO THE LEGISLATIVE 
VETO PROCEDURE. 

-EELDMAN LED A DELEGATION OE REPRESENTATIVES OE US 
AGENCIES IN DISCUSSIONS WITH CANADIAN OEEICIALS OE THE 
COMPENSATION ARRANGEMENTS TO BE ESTABLISHED BY CANADA 
TO PROTECT US CITIZENS IN THE EVENT CANADA'S DRILLING IN 
THE BEAUEORT SEA CAUSES POLLUTION OE THE US ARCTIC. THE 
DRILL SHIPS WILL BE ON SITE TO COMMENCE OPERATIONS WITHIN 
A LEW DAYS. CANADA CONTINUES TO MAINTAIN THAT IT IS NOT 
LEGALLY POSSIBLE TO ESTABLISH A EUND EOR US DAMAGES AS

RETENTION OP P-4'S IN PRG-I MET TODAY WITH THE CHILE OP 
AIR FORCE PLANS REGARDING THE PROPOSED DEPLOYMENT OP 
P-15'S TO EUROPE AND THE RETENTION OF 66 F-4'S WHICH HAD 

BEEN SCHEDULED EOR WITHDRAWAL. THE AIR PORCE NOW IS 
PLANNING TO MOVE 48 F-4'S TO BASES PREVIOUSLY RESERVED EOR 
AIRCRAPT PLOWN TO EUROPE ANNUALLY AS PART OF THE 
REFORGER-CRESTED CAP EXERCISE AGREED IN 1967 BETWEEN THE 
US, ERG, AND UK. THIS WOULD MEAN THAT THE NUMBER OP AIR- 
CRAFT TEMPORARILY DEPLOYED TO EUROPE DURING SUCH EXERCISES 
WOULD BE REDUCED. HOWEVER, THE CROWDING OP BASES IN 
GERMANY APPARENTLY PRECLUDES OTHER SOLUTIONS AND THE NET 
RESULT, IN PACT, WOULD BE TO HAVE DUAL BASED AIRCRAFT 
DEPLOYED PERMANENTLY IN THE ERG INSTEAD OP THE US. WE 
WILL BE PURSUING THIS PURTHER IN THE DISCUSSIONS WITH 
DEPENSE REGARDING THE NATO DPQ.

GREEK BASE NEGOTIATIONS: I MET WITH GENE MCAULIFFE 
TO GO OVER INTERNAL PREPARATIONS FOR THE NEXT ROUND OF 
BASE NEGOTIATIONS, WHICH BEGIN IN ATHENS ON JULY 26. I 
WAS PARTICULARLY INTERESTED IN GETTING MCAULIFFE'S 
ASSISTANCE IN HAVING THE SERVICES REACH AGREEMENT ON OUT- 
STANDING TECHNICAL QUESTIONS CONNECTED WITH OUR UTILIZA- 
TION OF GREEK FACILITIES, SO THAT THE APPENDICES COVERING 
THESE FACILITIES MIGHT BE QUICKLY CONCLUDED. MCAULIFFE 
WAS VERY COOPERATIVE, AND I AM HOPEEUL THAT STATE-DEFENSE 
COORDINATION IN THIS AREA WILL WORK SMOOTHLY. I AM LESS 
SANGUINE THAT OUR TALKS WITH THE GREEKS WILL GO AS WELL, 

OR THAT WE CAN, AS THE ATHENS GOVERNMENT NOW SUGGESTS, 
COMPLETE OUR NEGOTIATIONS IN THE NEXT TWO OR THREE WEEKS. 

BERLIN: DOBRYNIN SENT AROUND A MEMO SUGGESTING AN 
EXCHANGE OE BRIEF TELEGRAMS ON THE OCCASION ON 
SEPTEMBER 3 OF THE 5TH ANNIVERSARY OE THE QUADRIPARTITE 
AGREEMENT. WE WILL BE MAKING A RECOMMENDATION TO YOU ON 
THE SUBSTANCE OF OUR RESPONSE TO THE SOVIETS AND ON CON- 
SULTATIONS WITH UK, FRANCE, AND ERG. 

ACTION MESSAGES ON CRITICAL ISSUES: TOTH CASE - 
I CLEARED WITH LARRY A MESSAGE TO SILBERMAN ASKING THAT 
EMBASSY BELGRADE MAKE AN EFEORT WHEN TOTH IS RELEASED 
TOMORROW MORNING TO BRIEF HIM ON THE EEFORTS MADE OVER 
THE LAST YEAR TO GET HIM RELEASED. WE ARE ALSO ARRANGING 
FOR TOTH TO BE MET IN NEW YORK WHEN HE ARRIVES.

1 . BUY- AMERICAN MEASURE DEFEATED. YESTERDAY EVENING THE 
HOUSE SOUNDLY REJECTED A PROTECTIONIST AMENDMENT TO THE 
OUTER CONTINENTAL SHELF LANDS ACT INTRODUCED BY JOHN 

MURPHY (D. NY) WHICH WOULD HAVE RESTRICTED DRILLING AND 
OTHER OPERATIONS ON THE OUTER CONTINENTAL SHELF TO U. S. 
BUILT, OWNED AND MANNED RIGS, PLATFORMS AND VESSELS. THIS 
SECRET 
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PROVISION WOULD HAVE CONELICTED SERIOUSLY WITH OUR EFEORTS 
TO ELIMINATE NON-TARIEF TRADE BARRIERS AND OUR COMMITMENTS 
IN THE lEA TO LONG-TERM COOPERATION ON DEVELOPMENT OE 
NEW SO'RCES OE ENERGY. GIBBONS AND CONABLE, USING 
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MATERIAL PROVIDED BY THE DEPARTMENT, LEAD THE OPPOSITION 
TO MURPHY'S AMENDMENT. 

2. OECD FINANCIAL SUPPORT EUND (SAEETY NET). BANKING 
COMMITTEE STAEEER, STAN MARCUSS, TOLD US TODAY THAT, 

DESPITE ASSURANCES PROXMIRE GAVE IN A RECENT LETTER TO 
CHUCK ROBINSON, THE COMMITTEE HAS NO PLANS TO SCHEDULE 
MARKUP OE THE SAFETY NET LEGISLATION, WHICH HAS BEEN 
PENDING IN THE BANKING COMMITTEE FOR SEVERAL MONTHS. 
PROXMIRE FEELS THE LEGISLATION IS NOT NECESSARY AND 
SENSES NO SENTIMENT IN THE COMMITTEE FOR ACTION ON IT. 

OUR NOSE COUNT INDICATES THAT WE WOULD HAVE TO LEAN 
HEAVILY ON THE REPUBLICAN CONTINGENT TO OBTAIN THEIR 
COLLECTIVE SUPPORT AND EIND WAYS TO TURN PROXMIRE AROUND. 

WE ARE COORDINATING WITH TREASURY ON STRATEGY. 

3. CONGRESS AND FOREIGN AEEAIRS. AT THE ZABLOCKI SUB- 
COMMITTEE HEARING THIS MORNING, LEIGH, ASSISTANT ATTORNEY 
GENERAL SCALIA, AND lOHN NORTON MOORE EXPOUNDED ELOQUENTLY 
ON THE BASIC CONSTITUTIONAL PROBLEMS RAISED BY MORGAN'S 
EXECUTIVE AGREEMENTS REVIEW BILL. THE BILL WOULD PROVIDE 
EOR CONGRESSIONAL VETO OF EXECUTIVE AGREEMENTS. WHILE 
ACKNOWLEDGING THAT THE BILL REQUIRES SOME REVISION, 

ZABLOCKI INTENDS TO PRESS EORWARD WITH IT. IN THE AFTER- 
NOON, HUMPHREY APPEARED BEEORE THE HAMILTON SUBCOMMITTEE 
TO PURSUE THE SAME GENERAL SUBJECT. COLORFULLY AND FORCE- 
FULLY, HE ASCRIBED THE EAILURE TO ACHIEVE EEEECTIVE 
EXECUTIVE-LEGISLATIVE COLLABORATION BOTH TO EXECUTIVE 
BRANCH USURPATION OF AUTHORITY AND TO THE CONGRESS' OWN 
CHAOTIC PROCEDURES AND ORGANIZATION. HE ADVOCATED CREA- 
TION OE A JOINT COMMITTEE ON NATIONAL SECURITY-A SORT 

OE LEGISLATIVE COUNTERPART TO THE NSC-AS A STEP TOWARD 
SOLUTION OP THE PROBLEM. THOUGH HE GAVE SPECIPIC EXAMPLES 
OP EXECUTIVE BRANCH FAILURES TO CONSULT ADEQUATELY WITH 

CONGRESS, HUMPHREY SAID HE APPRECIATED THE PROBLEMS FACING 
YOU AND CONSIDERED THAT YOU HAD MADE A BETTER EPPORT AT 
SECRET 
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CONSULTATION THAN HAD YOUR PREDECESSORS. 

4. ROMANIAN TRADE AGREEMENT. POLLOWING UP ON HIS 
DISCUSSION WITH BILLY GREEN OP HOUSE WAYS AND MEANS, 
AMBASSADOR BARNES MET TODAY WITH SENATOR JACKSON REGARD- 
ING SENATE HEARINGS ON ROMANIAN COMPLIANCE WITH THE EMI- 
GRATION PROVISIONS OP THE TRADE ACT. JACKSON WAS SYM- 
PATHETIC AND SAID HE WOULD SPEAK TO PINANCE COMMITTEE 
CHAIRMAN LONG, THOUGH HE THOUGHT TAX BILL PREOCCUPATIONS 
WOULD PRECLUDE CONSIDERATION OF THE ROMANIAN ISSUE UNTIL 
ALTER LABOR DAY. IN ANY EVENT, HE CONSIDERED IT BEST 

EOR THE HOUSE TO DISPOSE OP THE MATTER PIRST. BARNES ALSO 
TALKED WITH RIBICOPP'S AIDE SALZMAN AND REPRESENTATIVE 
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CONABLE, BOTH OF WHOM UNDERTOOK TO BE HELPFUL. WE WILL 
WORKING WITH THE COMMITTEES IN ANTICIPATION OF HEARINGS. 

5. ON TAP: FRIDAY, JULY 23. FRED IKLE WILL TESTIFY 
BEFORE SFRC ON THE EXPORT REORGANIZATION ACT WHICH 
WOULD EXTENSIVELY REVISE PROCEDURES FOR NUCLEAR EXPORTS.
